The gate receipts for admissions 
the»Exposition will approximate $4400 
for the twelve nights it was open 
Thfis does not include the receipts frortf J 
the sale of season tickets at $1 «ach 
which entitled the holder to twelve ad 
missions. The returns have not 
come in from the season-ticket sales, 
which were made outside of jhe Ex 
position building. 
• 


The daily average expense of main 
taining the Exposition was $114, which 
included the payment of salaries to em 
ployees, provided a band of music and 
covered the necessary daily running 
expenses. 
The receipts on Friday 
night were given to the Associated 
Charities, netting the society $200. 
The band volunteered its services for 
that occasion and the total gate 
ceipts were$273. 


The first week $2,400 was taken at 
the door for single admissions. The 
last week nearly $2000 was thus re­ 
ceived, showing that interest in the ex 
hibit was well [maintained. 
The last 
day $397 25 was paid at the door. 


The managers of the Oak'and Ex­ 
position believe they will have a fund 
of from $1,500 to $1,800 after all ex­ 
penses are paid. 
The cost of the an­ 
nex was about $1,000 and has been 
paid out of the receipts. 
The balance, 
after everything has been paid in, is to 
be used as the nucleus for a fund for 
an annual exhibition of home products 
in Alameda county. 


It is now generally conceded that 
next year's Exposition can be much 
larger than the one just closed and may 
be kept open at least one month. Oak 
land merchants now believe the Ex­ 
position kept people at home holiday 
week and stimulated rather than dimin­ 
ished local trade.- 
The-proposition is 
to acquire irom F. M. Smith a long 
lease of the block of land on which 
the Tabernacle now stands. 
This will 
be attempted as soon as Mr. Smith re 
turns to Oakland. - 


' It is then proposed to construct a 
permanent Exposition building on the 
block at a cost of at least $40,000. 
The 
Exposition managers have been 
figuring on this scheme ever since they 
ascertained the people were inclined 
to liberally patronize the fa'r . just 
closed. 
They say a building having a 
frontage on Twelfth and Webster 
streets the entire length and breadth of 
the block can be made self-sustaining 
aside from Exposition uses. 


The idea is to cut the ground floor 
on those two street fronts into stores, 
over which the gallery of the main 
building will extend. 
Then in the 
rear of the stores and fronting on Har­ 
rison and Eleventh streets, will be 
located the main Exposition building. 


Some of the gentlemen who are en 
thusiastic in the matter favor the pur­ 
chase of Mr. Smith's block of land if 
it can be obtained upon reasonable 
terms. 
They argue that Oakland ought 
to own such a site for a building to be 
devoted to a permanent exhibit of its 
industrial products. 


A meeting of the Exposition man 
agers to close up the business of the 
fair is to be -held this week, when plans 
for the future will be more fully dis­ 
cussed.

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On Saturday last word was received 
by the family of Captain Charles C 
Peterson, that he had been crushed to 
death at Vallejo Junction, and that 
his body would be sent down on the 
evening train. 
There were no further 
particulars, and the family were almost 
distracted. 


Upon the arrival ol the body in the 
evening the full particulars of the ac 
cident were ascertained. 
It seems 
that he had just finished unloading 
cargo of lumber and was casting off 
from the dock when he noticed that 
the small boat which was tied to the 
stern of the schooner was becoming 
foul with the wharf, and he jumped 
into it with, the intention of keeping 
it off from the piles. 
As he stepptd 
into the boat it capsized and a sudden 
swish of the water threw him between 
the side of the schooner and the piles 
of the dock. 
Just at this time the 
schooner veered about and pinioned 
him between the schooner and the 
piles, fatally injuring him internally. 


l'he steward of the schooner saw the 
aoid^fit and at once proceeded to the 
rescue of his captain and pulled him 
on board of the schooner. 
Whgn he 
was pulied on board he said to the 
steward, "Its all up, old man, I am 
crushed inside." The accident occurred 
at about a quarter to eleven o ' c l o c k f

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and the unlucky captain lived for about 
half an hour. 


The coroner of Contra Costa county 
was notified and an inquest was held. 


verdict was rendered in accordance 
with the above facts, and the body 
was sent to his sorrowing family in 
West Berkeley. 


The . funeral will take place tomor­ 
row from his late residence on Fifth 
street, between University avenue and 
Addison street, and will be under the 
direction of the Knights of Honor, of 
which he was a member. 


l'he services at the house will be 
conducted by the Rev. H. Pearce, of 
the West. Berkeley Methodist church. 
The members of the Epworth Eeague 
will attend in a body, and a quartet 
will sing both at the house and at the 
grave. 
The interment will be at the 
Mountain View Cemetery. 


When the news of Captain Petersons 
death became generally known in West 
Berkeley everybody was shocked, for 
the Captain was well known here and 
generally liked, and how could it be 
otherwise for he had resided here for 
30 years. The shock was still greater 
for the Captain had told his friends 
that he was going to remain at home 
until next spring and rest, and he 
would have done so had he lived to 
sail his vessel back to San Francisco. 


He was in the employ of the Cooper 
Lumber Company at the time of his 
death, and had been for the past eight­ 
een years. He owned an interest in 
the schooner which caused his death 
until about one month ago. 


The deceased was a native of Ger­ 
many and was aged 53 years and 7 
months. 


He was a member oi the Knights of 
Honor and of the American Legion of 
Honor. 
He left a taraily ol five child­ 
ren, two boys and fhree girls, and a 
faithful and loving wife to mourn his 
death.

Aiding Armenians- 
New York, Dec. 30.—The National 
Armenian Relief Committee appeals to 
the people of the United States for 
immediate and generous contributions 
to relieve the needs of 350,000 Ar 
menians who aredestitute. 


Justice Brewer of the 
Supreme 
Court is chairman of this committee 
which includes Archbishop Corrigan, 
Chauncey M. Depew John M. Ken 
nedy, Alex. E. Orr, Bishop Potter, 
Jacob Sciff, Everett P. Wheeler and 
Spencer Trask. 


The committee announces that the 
immediate need is for money, which 
should be sent to the treasurers, Brown 
Bros. & Co., Philadelphia and Boston. 
The only supplies that can be used are 
grain, course cotton and woolen good?, 
but no such contributions should be 
forwarded without previous communi­ 
cation with the committee. 


Rev. Dr. Robert McArthur, Colonel 
Woodford, Rev Phoebe Hanaford aud 
the Rev. F. Deen, secretary of the Na­ 
tional Armenian Relief Committee ad­ 
dressed a large congregation last night 
in the Calvary Baptist Church. 


The meeting was called for a three­ 
fold purpose: 
First, to express sorrow 
to the Armenians for their sufferings; 
second, to urge the government to use 
every lawful means to protect Ameri­ 
can people and property, and particu- 
"*Uarly tthe missions in Turkey; third, to 
" ^ f f l | e iKussla'&r i s h ^ other European 
government to extend protection to all 
Christians in the ports of the Orient.

migrants arrived at Ellis Island the 
past year than in 1894. 
Thus far in 
December, 13,149 immigrants have ar­ 
rived.' 
Estimating 
14,000 for this 
month, the total for 1895 is 229,607, 
and the increase over last year 61,944. 
For r894 the arrivals at the immigrant 
station were 167,563 and for 1893 
142,944. 
Deputy Commissioner Mc- 
Sweeney says the character of the im­ 
migrants is much better than in pre­ 
vious years. 


This improvement is due to the rigid 
enforcement of the immigration laws, 
he says. The immigrants of last year 
brought $4,000,000 with them. The 
immigrants of this year have brought a 
much larger sum.

Labor Consolidation. 


Chicago, Dec. 30.—Without discus­ 
sion and by a unanimous vote the Chi­ 
cago Trades and Labor Assembly at a 
special meeting last evening adopted 
the report of Delegate William C. 
Pomeroy, who represented the assembly 
at the convention of tfce American 
Federation of Labor in New York. 


The decision was for an amalgama­ 
tion with the Chicago Labor Congress 
or the reorganization of the Trades 
and Labor Assembly on the lines 
adopted by the Federation of Labor 
and while this reorganization compels 
great sacrifices on the part of the as- 
semby and will bar from''Its 
future 
councils some of the oldest and best- 
known trades unionists in the city, 
there was not a word said in opposi­ 
tion to the proposition. 


On the contrary four or five men 
who will be barred made speeches after 
the report had been adopted in which 
they counseled peace* unity and organ­ 
ization and promised their moral and 
financial support to the general labor 
movement at* any time they might be 
called upon in the future. 


The consolidation of the two bodies 
will probably take place about the first 
of March.

Detroit, Dec 30—General R. G. 
Dryenfurth the rainmaker, has a scheme 
to dispel the famous London fog.

with which to cihduct experiments. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
day would be saved 'in the metropolis 
alone, if the fog could be done awa; 
with. 
The Dryenfurth fog scheme is 
only a variation of his rain-making one. 
It includes the use of hydrogtn gas 
and explosive balloons. 


His plan is to establish fog stations 
below the .city and begin his campaign 
against it as the fog rolls in from the 
sea. 
His bombardment of the skies 
would produce rain he says, and when 
precipitation was started the fog would 
be dispelled.

There A n Women Old and Young-, Tall 
and Wrinkled. 


AD account of the visit I paid to the 
zenana or harem of a Mohammedan na- 
wab in a native state may not be with­ 
out interest 


A carriage and mounted escort of sol­ 
diers were sent at 8 o'clock one morning 
to convey as to the castle 
A gate in 
the Immense walls of the compound led 
os into the ill kept gardens. 
Passing 
from 
these into the courtyard and 
through long colonnades and untidy pas­ 
sages, we were conducted finally into 
the zenana. A large and lofty room, 
with walls on three sides and a colon­ 
nade opening on to a courtyard, was the 
apartment in whioh we were received. 
Chairs were brought for oor accommoda­ 
tion, but with the exception of the mat­ 
ting on the floor the plaoe was without 
fnrnitnra. 


Women, some young and tall, others 
old and wrinkled, passed and repassed 
while we waited for the begum to ap­ 
pear. They were all dressed in the same 
fashion. Trousers of light colored dam­ 
asks or satin olotbed them from the 
waist 
These pantaloons were baggy 
above, bnt so olose fitting from the knee 
downward that they have to be sewed up 
after they are on. They are unsewed and 
removed once a week for the bath, 
A 
short bodice, reaching just below the 
breast, is worn, and then round the body 
and over the shoulders and head is 
wound tile sari of muslin or silk, which 
falls in graceful folds from the hips and 
shoulders. The begum kept us waiting, 
and we were told the reason was that 
she was putting on all her jewels to do 
us honor. 


Presently she came in—a small, young 
woman, with an oval, immobile face 
and smooth, black hair. She wore tight 
trousers of a rich green damask and a 
sari of cloth of gold. On her bare ankles 
were anklets of uncut emeralds and dia­ 
monds, said to be worth 40,000 rupees. 
On her arms were a large number of 
jeweled bangles and armlets, on her fin­ 
gers rings of beautiful rubies and dia­ 
monds. Round her neck were strings of 
fine pearls, and, suspended by studs of 
large diamonds in the outer rims of the 
ears, she wore across the hair at th* 
back of the head pearls, emeralds and 
rubies, prettily set as a kind of oollar- 
ette. 
The ears were pierced in several 
places to allow rings and jewels to be 
inserted, and in the nose a small dia­ 
mond was worn. The little jeweled lady 
did not speak' English, and after we 
had admired her jewelry conversation 
toon came to an end. 


Her wee baby was brought in dressed 
In colored silk; with a gold laced cap on 
its Ut-tle bald head. The nawab joined 
as, and there was muolrlively chat over 
the subject of our visit t6 the state. 
In 
such a Eenana the most rigorous Beolu­ 
ll on of the wives is enforced—wives, I 
•ay, for in this zenana the begum was 
the ohief and the only wife and was 
married the day after the death of the 
first begum. —London Queen.

Country Over Her Sister In the City. 
You may see in any, one of perhaps a 
hundred shops in this-city colorless, sad 
eyed, dingily clad women bending over 
sewing machines 
amid squalid sur­ 
roundings, with no outlook save through 
a window opening upon a sordid street 
Ton may see in at least a score of coun­ 
try villages 50 miles from" any great 
city a crowd of neatly clad, happy look­ 
ing girls and women busied with like 
tasks, but amid clean and pleasant sur­ 
roundings, with glimpses of a smiling 
landscape through every window. 


The New York women, released from 
their toil, hasten home to gloomy tene­ 
ment lodgings and unwholesome fare. 
The village girls troop from the factory 
to modest bnt clean and pleasant homes, 
where food is fresh and abundant. Tbe 
New York sewing machine woman is 
an insignificant unit in a great com­ 
munity. Bhe feels daily the pressure of 
her fellows that are ready to take her 
place and her earnings. She hears from j 
embittered men and women talk of the j 
rights of labor and the greed of wealth. ; 
She knows that her earnings would not { 
keep some of her rich sisters in.cut flow- ; 
era. Whenever she stirs out of her own 1 
dingy quarter, it is to see at every step 
evidence of the luxury in which some ' 
live and of the contrast between her 
lot and theirs.

The village factory girl has hardly I 
heard that there is a labor problem. Her 
$300 or $260 a year, earned at the sewing 
machine, clothes her well, procures for 
her small luxuries and helps to keep the > 
family above want 
She makes little 
pleasure trips hither and yon when work I 
is slack and looks forward with confl- i 
dence to marriage^afloT a home of her ' 
own, olean, Bweef and comfortable. She 
never sees among her fellow townsfolk 
one who has any essential comfort that 
she lacks, and nine women out of ten 
in the village have less to spend on 
dress than she has. She never sees a 
hungry or ragged person, unless it be 
an occasional tramp, and she hardly 
grasps tbe meaning of what she now 
and then hears about the lives of the 
poor in great oities. 


The New York slave to the sewing 
machine lives half an hour from tbe 
heart of the western world and may, if 
she will, on any night, see Broadway 
and its throngs by electric light 
The 
Tillage factory girl believes that she 
would be happy to give up all her com­ 
forts for the other's privilege of seeing 
at trill tbe splendors of tbe great city. 
The New York sewing woman would 
not, if she could, change places with 
the village factory girl.—New York 
Sun.
